r]P  H  E  following  account  of  the 
cure  of  fevers,  being  in  as  con- 
cife  a  manner  as  could  well  be  con - 
trivd,  will  therefore  admit  of  a 
longer  preface  and  apology. 

Firjl  then  give  me  leave  to  men- 
t ion,  that  the  ficklinefs  of  the  pre- 
fent  feafon,  and  aljo  of  the  laft 
three  years,  has  affected  me  as  well 
as  the  generality  of  mankind,  and 
has  been  the  principal  motive  that 
indue  d  me  to  communicat e  this  to 
the  publick.  Nor  can  /  think  / 
att  juftly  towards  the  Giver  of  all 
good,  or  my  fellow  creatures,  while 
I  keep  a  method  to  my  felf  \  which , 
in  a  great  number  of  examples, 
prov  d  fo  fuccefsful,  that  1  did  not 
lofe  above  five  patients  in  a  hun-

dred ;  and  in  the  management  of 
thofe  five  I  could  generally  re  col¬ 
lect  [ome  deviations  from  this  me¬ 
thods  either  on  the  fide  of  the  pa¬ 
tients  or  prefcripts.  I Jhall  there¬ 
fore  leave  others  to  think  of  what 
moment  it  is,  to  give  any  afliftance 
in  fuch  a  diftemper,  which  by  com¬ 
putation  is  fuppos  d  to  deflroy  one 
third  part  of  mankind. 

Here  is  very  little  contrivance 
to  plea fe  or  amufe  the  Reader  ;  it 
is  a  new  method  of  treating  fevers 
plainly  deliver’d ;  a  new  febrifuge 
freely  communicated,  with  fome 
obfervations  on  thofe  commonly 
us'd ;  and  a  few  hiftories  of  cafes 
to  conclude  the  whole.  And  let  all 
be  ajur'd,  that  they  will  find  no¬ 
thing  here  advanc'd,  by  conjecture 
or  opinion.,  but  a  relation  of  real 
facts  ;  the  manner  how  fevers  have 
jiCtually  been  very  fpeedily  taken

off.  jind  if  the  learned  can  he 
perfuaded  to  try  this  method,  if 
any  Jhould  not  lucceed  to  every 
point  of  my  relation  the  firft  time 
of  trial,  it  will  not  /  hope  dilcou- 
rage.  T he  variety  of  fymptoms  in 
cafes  makes  it  ext  ream  difficult  to 
a&  without  feme  error,  and  pati¬ 
ents  do  hut  feldom  conform  ftircl- 
ly  to  the  regimen  preferitid ;  the 
manner  of  my  deferibing  it  alfo 
may  have  many  defeats  :  hut,  as  in 
my  own  hands  it  has  been  Jo  flic- 
cefsful,  it  is  not  improbable ,  hut 
that  men  of  better  judgment  and 
skill,  may  yet  bring  this  method  to 
fuch  perfection,  as  to  fave  that 
fmall  number  which  I  have  mifear- 
ry’d  in. 

I  have  omitted  all  the  deferipti- 
ons,  caufes,  figns  and  prognofticks, 
with  a  vaft  deal  hefides  which 
might  he  [aid  of  fevers,  which  au-

thors  are  very  accurate  in,  and  are 
already  well  underflood  :  there¬ 
fore  thofe,  who  are  difpleas’d  at 
my  being  fo  fhort  in  that  re fpeffi, 
may  accept  of  this  anfwer,  That  it 
is  intended  only  for  men  of  art, 
who  under  ft  and  medicines  and  di- 
llempers,  and  general  hints  are 
fufficient  for  fuch.  Had  1  thought 
it  poffible  to  have  written  Jo  as  to 
have  taught  the  ignorant,  how  to 
cure  fevers,  /  Jhould  have  rejoic’d 
the  more,  but  as  that  cannot  be 
done  by  the  molt  learned  hand  in 
Ms  than  a  large  volume,  /  offer 
this  mite  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to 
give  others  the  leaf  trouble. 

1 1  is  reafonable  enough  to  expecl, 
that  many  will  diflike  this  fhort 
method.  Its  novelty  is  argument 
fufficient  with  men  of  years,  who 
are  not  fo  ready  to  flep  into  a  new 
path.  Others  may  out  <?/  prejudice 
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condemn  it,  'without  putting  the 
merits  of  the  cafe  at  all  in  the 
fcale  :  and  the  difficulty  to  get  the 
tinctura  febrifuga  and  bezoardicum 
minerale  genuine ,  which  are  the 
capital  ipedicines  us'd ,  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  alfo  difcouragements 
to  fame,  who  otherways  might  be 
willing  to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  And 
laftly,  fome  may  be  difpleas’d  at 
my  writing  a  treatife  of  phylick, 
who  am  no  phyfician.  IJhall  leave 
all  to  ufe  their  own  pleafure;  their 
different  thoughts  will  not  weigh 
near  fo  much  with  me,  as  the  hopes 
1  have  to  be  fbmewhat  ferviceable 
to  the  health  and  fafety  of  man- 
hind. 

Its  very  certain,  that  the  world 
has  not  yet  known  any  real  febri¬ 
fuge  for  continuals,  which  dejerves 
that  name,  one  thing  very  little 
more  than  another.  For  the  turns

in  fevers  are  fo  different 3  that  they 
call  for  the  ufe  of  almof  every 
thing  :  and  although  I  have  for¬ 
merly  read  what  the  very  eminent 
*J)r.  Sydenham,  and  fome  others 3 
have  faid  for  this  cooling  method, 
and  feen  it  us’d  alfo  by  a  few ;  yet 
they  not  knowing  a  febrifuge  which 
would  make  the  univerfal  diluent, 
but  only  harmlefs  or  not  hurtful, 
durft  not  be  free  enough  with  it3  to 
bring  a  fpeedy  crilis  by  damping 
ftrongly ,  and  fave  their  patients 
from  thofe  dire  fymptoms,  which 
will  naturally  difmay  at  the  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  fourteen  days.  They 
thought  it  a  great  matter  to  re¬ 
ft  rain  the  blood  with  acids,  to  let 
the  fourteen  days  crilis  come  with

greater  calmnefs  and  fafety  ;  and 't 
fo  indeed  it  was :  but  here  is  ai 
method  deliver  d  which  /hews  the 
manner  of  bringing  it  on,  in  the' 
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generality  of  fevers,  in  Jo  many 
hours,  and  with  jo  much  fafety, 
that  1  think  it  no  falfliood  to  term 
it  certain. 

1  am  not  wholly  unacquainted 
with  the  different  hypothefes,  main¬ 
tain  d  by  federal  of  the  molt  fa¬ 
mous  phyficians  ;  and  although  the 
prefent  practice  of  phyfick  feems , 
in  different  perfons,  to  agree  with 
their  different  theories  ;  yet  1  could 
never  fee  any  confiderable  aiTi  fiance 
given  in  this  terrible  diflemper  by 
any  of  them.  IVhat  fervice  has 
been  done;,  as  far  as  l  could  ob- 
ferve,  was  by  the  cool  regimen  : 
and  had  the  prefcribers  known  thofe 
febrifuges  I  am  going  to  mention , 
/  might  very  likely  have  lav’d  this 
trouble  of  writing :  but  num  beliefs 
evils  have  1  feen  attend  the  hot 
regimen,  though  managd  by  men 
of  the  greateft  skill.

Who  then  can  blame  me,  if  up¬ 
on  firfi  difcovering  the  uncommon 
fervice  of  the  febrifuge  tin&ure,, 
which  is  to  be  hereafter  defer  ib'd,  I 
was  a  little  elevated,  and  thought 
that  1  had  a  medicine  which  would 
cure  all  continual  fevers,  and  that 
in  a  few  hours :  but  farther  expe¬ 
rience  fbew'd me,  that  different  cir- 
cumftances  requir'd  divers  other 
affiftants.  And  when  I  had  by 
fome  years  experience,  in  a  great 
number  of  cafes,  learnt  how  to  in¬ 
termix  other  medicines  to  fupply 
thole  defeats,  which  1  difeover’d 
in  ujing  the  tindfcure,  I  found  this 
method  did  then  anfwer  all  that  1 
could  expert  or  defire  ;  and  does 
truly  feem  to  furnish  the  phyfici- 
ans  with  what  the  famous  T)r. 
Pitcairn  propofes  as  a  grand  deli- 
deratum  in  phyfick,  viz.  A  medi¬ 
cine  that  fhall  quickly  allay  the  ra- 
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rifa&ion  of  the  blood,  and  chech 
its  motion,  without  bringing  any 
bad  fymptoms,  vid.  Elem.  Med* 
Jub  initio  &  1.  1.  ch.  i.  §  37. 

Jf  what  is  now  to  be  advanc’d 
was  yet  no  more  certain,  than  the 
common  practice,  I  JJoould  yet 
chufe  to  have  it  always  us  d  on  my 
felf,  as  indeed  once  I  have ,  and  al- 
fo  twice  on  my  wife ,  once  when 
in  child-bed,  and  again  very  lately, 
as  in  the  IXth  Cafe  is  mention  d. 
For  when  patients  are  treated  thus, 
befides  that  the  cure  is  generally  fo 
Ihort,  all  the  horrible  fymptoms, 
as  deliriums,  violent  thirft,  purple 
fpots,  colvulfions,  ftupor,  wretch¬ 
ed  inquietude,  fyc.  are  almoft 
wholly  kept  off :  and  if  the  pati¬ 
ent  does  die  he  goes  away  like  a 
human  creature,  with  a  tolerable 
degree  of  the  functions  of  life  ; 
whereas  the  moft  general  manner 
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in  which  febrile  patients  depart 
this  life ,  is  too  ihocking  even  to  he 
mention  d. 

It  Jhould  he  ohjervd,  that  if  the 
febrifuge  tinfture  and  bezoar.  mi¬ 
ner.  are  not  made  in  the  bell  man¬ 
ner,  they  will  not  he  likely  to  an- 
fwer  the  character  1  have  given 
them :  the  tin&ure  Jhould  he  made 
with  the  true  oleum  fulphuris  per 
campanum,  and  not  with  the  com¬ 
mon  ;  and  the  bezoar.  miner,  with 
the  limple  fpirit  of  nitre,  made 
with  fullers  earth  and  nitre  only  ; 
if  it  is  made ,  as  the  chy mills  ge¬ 
nerally  fell  it ,  with  the  common 
Ipiritus  nitri  corrolivus,  it  is  ano¬ 
ther  thing ,  corrupted  with  a  choak- 
in  martial  lulphur.  It  may  he  di- 
Jlinguifh  d  with  a  curious  eye,  hy 
its  being  of  a  ruddy  white,  the  true 
of  a  fine  yellowilh  white. 
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CHAP.  I

The  manner  of  treating  febrile 
patients  of  the  frong  fort. 

WHEN  any  one  is  taken 

feverilh,  or  has  a  con- 
ftant  fever,  which  almo.lt 
all  do  underltand,  if  it  be  within  the 
firft  five  days  from  the  invafion, 
let  them  be  treated  after  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner  :  firlt,  let  an  erne- 

tick  be  exhibited,  and  an  antimo-

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nial  one,  if  a  skilful  perfon  pre¬ 
lent  ;  after  that  has  done  its  office, 
it  is  very  punctually  to  be  conli- 
der'd,  whether  the  fever  be  in 
the  ftrong  or  weak  conftitutions ; 
and,  to  let  the  Reader  underftand 
what  is  meant  by  that  diftinCfcion, 
the  former  of  the  two  has  thefe 
tokens,

The  fever  appears  high,  the  in- 
flamation  great,  the  pulfe  full, 
quick  and  ftrong,  the  face  flo¬ 
rid,  and  urine  high  colour’d ;  let 
fuch  as  thefe  begin  next  with  the 
j  ulep  here  prefcrib’d,  and  drink  of 
it  plentifully  without  reftraint ;  for 
juft  fuch  a  quantity  as  is  agreeable 
to  the  patient’s  thirft  and  capacity 
of  drinking,  is  the  proper  meafure 
to  anlwer  the  purpofe  intended, 
which  is  to  bring  a  hidden  crifis  by 
urine  and  fweat :  about  three  quarts 
taken  in  twenty  four  hours  is  ge- 
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nerally  enough  for  a  full  grown 
perfon ;  and  in  that  time  the  pati¬ 
ent  mo  ft  commonly  falls  into  an  eafy 
fvveat,  and  all  the  fymptoms  either 
entirely  vanifh,  or  very  much  a- 
bate ;  and  continuing  the  Julep  an¬ 
other  twenty  four  hours,  in  a  more 
moderate  degree,  takes  the  fever 
entirely  off :  but,  if  the  patient 
don’t  drink  pretty  near  to  the  pre* 
fcrib’d  quantity  of  the  faid  Julep, 
it  very  often  continues  longer,  and 
fometimes  other  circumftances  of 
the  conftitution  protradl  the  cure, 
which  are  to  be  mention’d  by  and 
by. 

The  Julep  here  directed  is  made 
with  a  Febrifuge  Tindture,  and  is 
found  to  furpafs  all  other  acids  yet 
made  ufe  of  in  fevers,  which  have 
been  ferviceable,  but  not  fufficient 
to  cure :  and  tho’  the  like  natural 
propenfity  we  all  have,  to  make  all

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new  difcover’d  medicines  fecrets, 
influenc’d  me  ;  yet  I  have  even 
furmounted  that  difficulty,  and 
now  give  it  to  the  publick  as 
follows.

The  manner  of  giving  it  is  thus : 
to  a  proper  quantity  of  clear  fpring; 
water,  put  as  much  of  the  Tin- 
flure  as  will  make  it  gratefullyr 
acid,  and  as  much  fine  fugar  as  fuits; 
the  patient's  palat;  and  thus  you 
will  thave  as  agreeable  a  liquor  or 
Julep  as  can  be  defir’d  by  a  thirfty 
perfon. 
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There  needs  no  more  to  be  done 
in  a  Ample  inflamatory  fever,  with 
in  the  firft  five  days;  for,  althc 
bleeding  may  not  be  improper,  an< 
is  in  the  like  cafe  generally  pre 
lerib’d  by  the  Learned,  with  us  i 

is  almoft  ufelefs ;  becaufe  the  Fe

brifuge  Tindure,  given  with  fuel 
a  quantity  of  cooling  liquid,  doe 
fb  forcibly  cool  the  inflamatior 
and  abate  the  velocity  of  the  blood 
and  when  that  is  done,  the  febril 
matter  is  difpos’d  ready  for  fuel 
emundories,  as  nature  is  molt  pre 
par’d  to  difeharge  it  at :  lofing  ; 
quantity  of  blood  and  fpirits  wouli 
therefore  only  fo  much  impede  he 
next  bufinefs.  I 

This  is  agreeable  to  the  famou 
Dr.  Pit  cam,  in  his  Elem.  of  Thl 
Jtck ,  p.  88.  whofe  fenfe  is.  But  J 
ever  it  Jhould  happen  to  any  om 
to  Know  a  medicine  'which  woul 
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fake  off  the  rarefaction  of  the 
Wood,  and'  Jlachen  its  motion,  with- 
out  bringing  on  any  bad  fymptom, 
that  Jhall  be  preferrd  to  Bleeding  : 
but,  until  fuch  an  one  is  found  out, 
bleeding  is  to  be  us'd.

Now  I  do  affiire  the  Reader, 
that  in  this  conftitution  I  have  not 
found  any  bad  fymptom  follow  the 
free  ufe  of  it,  blit  the  more  free¬ 
ly  us'd  the  fooner  cur’d  :  nor  in 
the  weak  conftitution,  if  affifted 
with  the  medicines  which  fhall  be 
mention’d  when  we  come  to  treat 

of  that  lort.  Let  no  one  therefore

be  afraid  to  ufe  it  as  prefcrib’d, 
nor  be  affrighted  at  the  forcing 
fuch  a  fudden  crilis,  there  will  no 
ill  confequence  follow,  if  the  di¬ 
rections  are  obferv’d. 

If  the  fever  has  continu’d  above 
five  days,  fo  as  conftderably  to

hurt  and  diforder  the  animal  oeconQ- 
my,  and  bring  on  crofs  fymptoms 
I  adjoin  other  coolers  to  the  Julep 
and  the  moll  general  is  bezoar 
mineral,  from  gr.  vij.  to  xx.  ever} 
fix  hours. 

If  a  diarrhea  obltrudts  the  cure

inftead  of  plain  water  let  the  Ju 
lep  be  made  with  an  infufion  o 
jlor.  rofar.  rub.  or  rad.  tormentii 
and  in.  cafe  of  great  coftivenefs,  ai 
emollient  clyfter  is  ferviceable,  til 
the  bezoar.  mineral,  hasfome  effed 
that  way,  which  it  will  not  fail  of 
or,  if  the  pulfe  is  very  high  am 
full,  tart  arum  <vitrio latum  3  j.  eve 
ry  fix  hours  is  more  proper  thaj 
the  bezoar. 

If  pleuretick  or  peripheumonic! 
complaints,  or  ltrangury  attend 
the  Jal  prune  l .  or  nit  rum ,  wit; 
pedtorals  given  with  the  Jule? 
are  proper.  *  -f 
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;  Sometimes  great  ficknefs  at  fto- 
jiach  with  frequent  Teachings  infell, 
ind  the  fever  is  then  generally  en- 
flin’d  to  intermit,  efpecially  if  the 
jrine  is  lateritious  ;  let  then  fal 
jbfinth.  sfs.  be  given  in  fucc.  li- 
non.  f  j.  every  fix  hours,  and  a  few 
Irops  of  liq.  laud,  if  gripes  are  join- 
pd  with  ’em :  fo  the  fever  goes  off 
>y  urine,  ftool  or  fweat,  or  comes 
o  intermit,  and  is  cur’d  the  ufual 
vay  with  the  bark. 

If  any  haemorrhage,  profufe  fweat 
>r  loofnels  happens  as  it  were  fpon- 
;aneoufly,  let  ’em  not  be  fuddenly 
flopp’d,  but  only  moderated  and 
Jeftrain’d. 

Diet  in  this  fort  is  to  be  regula¬ 
ted  to  the  lighteft  liquids,  and 
without  any  thing  fpirituous,  the 
iiliment  being  given  always  warm ; 
ind,  if  a  diarrhea,  chule  fuch  as 
irritates  the  lealt,  as  panada,  rice- 

- —  ffOieL 
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gruel,  hartlhorn-drink,  &c.  mode¬ 
rating  the  temper  of  heat,  by  giv¬ 
ing  air  to  the  room,  to  the  pati¬ 
ent’s  own  liking. 


CHAP.  II. 

The  method  of  treating  the  jirfl 
fort  of  fevers  after  the  ninth 
day. 

WHEN  the  ninth  day  is  02 
ver,  the  firft  paflages  are 
lels  concern’d ;  but  if  there  are 
fickneft  or  reachings,  begin  with  a 
Vomit,  and  keep  dole  now  to  the 
hezoar.  minor al.  and  Julep  :  as  the 
fymptoms  vary,  give  the  hezoar „ 
in  theriac.  andr.  to  curb  a  loofneft, 
or  eleCt.  linitiv.  to  move  a  llool ; 
or,  if  the  pulfe  is  yet  too  high, 
tart,  vitriol,  and  ele&.  linitiv.  do 
very  well.

When  the  common  time  of  a 
c rifts  draws  nigh.,  viz.  the  four¬ 
teenth  day,  the  fymptoms  in  this 
fort  are  often  violent,  as  great 
thirft,  with  black  and  dry  lips  and 
tongue,  urine  high  colour’d,  vio¬ 
lent  inquietude,  delirium,  catch- 
in  gs  of  the  nerves,  tremblings,  with 
horrid  countenance ;  in  fuch  a  con¬ 
dition  the  fame  things  are  to  be  ob- 
ferv’d,  only  the  Julep  may  have  a 
fmall  quantity  of  cordial  water 
added  to  it,  as  5ij.  to  a  pint,  and 
the  railing  cordials  given  with  the 
bez.  as  crocus,  caflor,  or  the  like ; 
and,  if  convullions  are  very  bad, 
let  the  nervous  medicines  however 
be  fuch  as  heat  the  leaft,  as  gum. 
ammon.  vifeus  querc.  fal  fucc.  for 
thefe  rather  infcide  than  rarify. 

If,  near  the  time  of  fourteen 
days,  the  pulfe  falls,  or  trembles, 
or  is  uneven,  although  it  be  in  a

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treated  as  the  weak,  which  follows

It  may  be  obferv  d,  that  in  this 


conftitution,  the  bleed  being  fo 
turgent,  if  the  patient  has  neglect¬ 
ed  drinking  his  Julep,  or  other  ac¬ 
cident  has  happen’d,  or  error  in 
practice  (which  no  man  can  always 
be  exaCt  to,  even  in  his  own  me¬ 
thod)  fo  that  the  Difeafe  is  conti¬ 
nu’d  to  the  iSth.  or  18th  day,  it  is 
fafe  to  give  a  double  or  treble  dole 
of  fuch  ftimulators  as  caufe  the  leaft 
inflamation,  to  force  nature  as  it 
were  to  difeharges,  fuch  are  all  the 
acrid  neutral  falts,  as  fal  nit  rum 
ammoniac,  crudum,  and  fal  Jucci- 
ni  alfo,  which  is  a  volatil  pungent 
acid ;  and  a  bold  pulh  is  fo  requi- 
fite  fometimes,  that  the  habit  will 
not  be  reliev’d  from  her  cramps 
and  obftinate  contractions  any  other 
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tway,  eipecialiy  when  a  hot  aroma- 
tick  regimen  has  been  us’d,  with 
drying  teftaceous  powders,  &c.  to 
near  the  critical  time.  The  hez. 
min.  I  have  found  to  be  the  very 
belt  cooler,  it  giving  a  lafting 
warmth  to  the  nerves,  and  fo  holds 
up  the  ftrength  of  the  pulfe,  at 
the  lame  time  as  it  curbs  the  cir¬ 
culation,  and  promotes  all  the  dif- 
charges ;  and  yet  it  may  not  be 
improper,  in  lome  cafes  to  ex¬ 
change  it  for  the  lalts  aforelaid, 
eipecialiy  if  the  pulfe  is  turgent, 
the  urine  and  pulfe  being  the  ge¬ 
neral  directors  in  this  difeafe. 


CHAP.  Ill, 
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C  H  A  P.  III. 


The  manner  of  treating  febrile 
patients  of  the  weak  fort .

FEVERS  may  be  attended 
with  fuch  circumftances  as 
render  it  very  difficult  to  cure 
them ;  as  when  they  follow  upon 
exceffive  Grief,  the  caufe  It  ill  con¬ 
tinuing  on  the  mind  ;  exceffive 
care,  labour,  Itudy,  or  debauchery, 
whereby  the  mind  and  body  are  in 
a  manner  exhaufted. 

When  thefe  things  fall  on  the 
ftrong  habits,  they  are  reduced  to 
much  the  like  ftandard,  as  a  fim- 
ple  fever  would  be  to  the  weak, 
and  fuch  we  may  have  good  hopes 
of :  but  if  on  the  weak  and  tender, 
which  we  are  now  to  fpeak  of,  the 
skill  ol  the  heft  phyfician  is  but 
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fufficient  with  the  belt  method  and 
medicines. 

W lien  a  fever  happens  from  fuch 
caufes  in  the  fiirong,  or  if  a  Ample 
fever  in  the  weak  conftitution, 
which  well  determine  to  treat  af¬ 
ter  the  like  method,  they  are  ge¬ 
nerally  parch’d,  hot  and  dry  to 
feel  to,  and  after  a  few  days  at¬ 
tended  with  black  and  dry  tongue, 
tremors  or  catchings  on  the  nerves, 
deliria  and  fometimes  ftupor,  numb- 
fiefs,  great  depreffion  or  finking  of 
the  fpirits,  fighings,  with  a  quick, 
weak,  trembling  or  uneven  pulfe, 
and  the  urine  moltly  pale  in  co¬ 
lour  without  fediment. 

Let  fuch  begin  with  a  vomit,  if 
within  the  ninth  day,  as  in  the 
other  fort,  and  then  plentifully 
drink  of  the  Julep  made  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner.

The  bezoar.  mineral,  is  to  be  gi¬ 
ven  every  fix  hours  alfb,  either  in 
fome  of  the  warm  aromatick  con- 
ferves,  as  rue,  or  confeCtio  raleigh. 
and  theriac.  androm.  according  as 
the  degree  of  the  dejection  wants 
fuch  railing  aromaticks,  more  or 
lels :  the  confeCt.  raleigh.  to  be  pre- 
ferr’d  if  coftive,  the  theriaca  if 
loofe ;  in  cafe  of  w  omen  which  are 
hyltericafi  cajlor,  fuccinum,  ‘Vale¬ 
riana,  made  into  a  bolus  with  the 
bezoar.  are  molt  proper ;  and  fo 
the  articles  may  be  varied  to  any 
other  particular  circumftances. 

Such  a  treatment  moft  common¬ 
ly  brings  in  a  few  hours  a  general 
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moifture  on  the  furface  of  the  bo¬ 
dy,  as  well  as  on  the  tongue,  qui- 
etnels,  the  convulfions  and  deliri¬ 
um  abate,  the  pulfe  mends,  the 
urine  becomes  citrine  and  fubfides, 
and  in  two  or  three  days  the  crilis 
is  finilh’d,  by  all  the  difcharges  ; 
but  not  fo  Ipeedily  in  this  as  the 
other  fort,  becaufe  we  are  forc’d  to 
keep  up  the  mixture  of  the  blood 
with  l'uch  heaters. 

But  let  this  be  oblerv  d,  that  in 
the  firft  three  or  four  days  there  is 
little  inconvenience,  although  the 
julep  were  without  the  aroma- 
ticks  ;  but,  if  fweats  don’t  fpee- 
dily  come,  and  the  urine  mend 
in  colour  and  fubfidence,  the  war¬ 
mers  mu  ft  carefully  be  admini- 
ftred. 


CHAP.  IV. 
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CHAP.  IV. 

The  method  of  treatment  in  the 
fecond  jort  of  fevers  after  the 
ninth  day  is  pajl. 

WHEN  thefe  low  fevers  have 
pail  the  ninth  day,  no  o- 
ther  evacuation  does  well  but  vo- 
mitting,  bleeding,  clyfters  or  pur¬ 
ges  all  link  the  fpirits ;  but,  if 
there  be  any  fymptoms  of  the  firft 
palfages  being  clogg’d,  or  fo  relax’d 
that  the  aliments  don’t  pafs  them 
orderly,  a  vomit  is  proper ;  and 
the  urgent  fymptoms  mult  be  at¬ 
tended,  by  varying  the  cordials, 
aromaticks,  &c.  with  or  without 
the  hezoar.  mineral,  and  the  Julep 
with  or  without  the  aromaticks, 
as  the  force  of  the  pulfe  and  the 
height  of  the  urine  fhall  diredt  : 
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and  about  this  time  diligent  heed 
fhould  be  given,  whether  the  pa¬ 
tient  can  drink  plentifully  or  not, 
and  if  he  cannot,  which  too  often 
happens,  it  is  not  to  be  expelled 
the  diluting  method  fhould  cure 
him,  till  he  is  affifted  in  that  re- 
fpect :  when  therefore  the  fpirits 
fee m  fuffiicated,  and  the  patient 
cannot  drink  a  ~  moderate  large 
draught  of  any  liquor,  let  the  Julep 
be  without  the  acid  tindture,  and 
made  as  follows,  the  hezoar.  mine¬ 
ral.  alfo  omitted.

With  this  fpirituous  Julep  may 
be  given  a  bolus  every  fix  hours 
with  fal  corn,  cervi,  from  gr.  v.  to 
xx.  as  the  degree  of  the  dejection 
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is,  and  inftead  of,  or  conjoin’d  .with, 
the  Juleps,  wine  mull’d  with  two 
parts  water,  with  the  ufual  aroma- 
ticks;  chicken  broth  and  the  11011- 
riiliing  liquids  are  to  be  allow’d. 

This  method  raifes  the  pulfe,  and 
the  inclination  and  capacity  to 
drink,  and  fome times,  in  thefe  ca¬ 
fes  of  depreft  fpirits,  brings  fvveat 
and  very  great  relief ;  let  them 
then  drink  as  plentifully  as  poffible 
of  the  liquors  now  prefcrib’d,  or 
fuch  other  ;  and  by  the  fourteenth 

day  nature  does  generally  di (charge 
herfelf,  if  flie  is  help’d  judicioufly, 
;as  the  preffing  fymptoms  always 
diredl ;  and  for  that  purpofe  I  need 
only  mention  the  varying  of  the 
-medicines,  as  theriaca ,  confect,  ra , 
high,  clyfters,  hyfte  ricks,  pcdo- 
irals,  &c.  becaufe  there  are  hints 
given  fufficient  in  the  other  chap¬ 
iters  how  this  is  to  be  done.-  hnt_ 
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f 

this  difference  muff  be  ftridtly 
minded,  that  in  this  fort  all  the 
neutraline  acid  falts,  as  tart,  vitri- 
olat.  fal  felrifug.  fal  poly cr eft.  jal 
mitri ,  ammoniac,  crud.  or  fal  ab~ 
finth.  and  fucc.  limon.  mu  ft  not  be 
touch’d  here,  but  deem’d  as  poi- 
fon  ;  and  for  the  fame  reafon  there 
mu  ft  be  no  jumble  of  any  volatile 
alkalies  given  at  the  fame  time 
with  the  hezoar.  min,  or  acid  Ju¬ 
lep,  as  fp.  corn .  cerv.  Jal  corn.  cerv. 
fal  volat.  &c.  nor  yet  thefixt  alka¬ 
lies,  as  teftaceous  powders ;  neither 
is  bleeding  to  be  born,  nor  clyfters 
often  given,  altho  coftive  ;  thefe 
things  relax  the  fibres,  and  colli- 
quate  the  fpirits. 

The  fymptoms  aforenam’d  may 
however  be  moderated  by  fome  to¬ 
pical  remedies,  fiich  arc  blifters  ap¬ 
ply' ’d  to  any  part  of  the.  body  at 
ii ilcrct ion  ;  plaifters  to  the  feet  pi 
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empl.  cephal.  c.  euphorb.  and  galba- 
num  a.  a  plaifter  to  the  ftomach  ol 
empl.  ft omach.  a  pultice  of  garlick. 
rue  and  lard  apply’d  to  the  feet, 
raifes  very  fpeedily.  Such  as  theft 
may  be  us’d. . 

If  about  the  ninth  day  thefymp- 
toms  don’t  mend,  or  if  the  patient 
firft  calls  for  help  at  that  time 
with  thofe  fymptoms  mention’c 
upon  him,  it  is  with  caution  thai 
any  of  the  coolers  muft  be  us’d 
before  this  time  they  may  wit! 
fafety,  the  other  raifers  being  in 
termix’d  as  directed  ;  but  in  thi 
low  kind,  nature  by  this  time  be 
gins  to  be  fo  far  confounded,  tha 
a  fmall  matter  improperly  don 
dejebts  her  quite ;  and  therefor 
the  coolers,  which  are  1b  proper  t 
the  very  time  of  a  common  crib 
in  the  other  fort,  are  hardly  at  al 
to  be  given  after  the  ninth  dav  v 
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this.  One  of  the  worft  fymptoms 
of  her  decay  is  the  hickups  and 
pain  at  ftomach ;  when  thofe  iirft 
appear,  let  all  the  raifers  mention’d 
be  us’d,  efpecially  thofe  which  have 
[omewhat  anodyne  commixt,  as  the - 
riac.  methrid.  &c.  which  two  have 
fuch  a  quantity  of  foetid  gums,  na¬ 
tural  balfams,  and  hot  aroma  ticks, 
of  almoft  every  quality,  in  their 
pompolition,  they  feem  to  anfwer 
ill  that  the  vegetable  kingdom  can 
lo  for  us  in  this  nice  point  :  but 
f  the  animal  odorata  were  here 
j added,  as  moj clous  and  zibethum, 

■  ;hey  would  undoubtedly  affiffc ;  and 
'  n  cafe  of  hyfterical  women,  am- 
hra  grifea.  A  mixture,  for  ex¬ 
ample  fake,  made  after  this  man- 
'  ler,  does  the  fame.

But  if  the  flux  is  bloody,  or  the 
bowels  exceedingly  relaxed,  let  the 
confection  be  the  thicker,  and  ar 
ounce  of  fpir.  <vin.  galic.  added  tc 
it :  let  this  clyfter  be  efteemc 
in  fuch  cafes,  whether  in  a  level 
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or  not,  far  furpaffing  all  the  re- 
ftringents. 

If  all  thefe  raifers,  with  the  ve- 
ificatories,  fuppedalia,  &c.  don’t 
bring  fome  evident  figns  of  relief, 
in  the  urine  and  pulfe,  by  the 
’fourteenth  day,  let  a  dofe  or  two 
of  cinabar  of  antimony  be  given 
from  xv.  to  xxx.  grains,  every  fix 
hours ;  allb  calomel  given  from 
gr.  vj.  to  xij.  and  if  it  don’t  pafs  off 
in  nine  hours,  a  gentle  dole  of  rhu¬ 
barb  to  move  it  downwards.  Ei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  two  will  aflift,  when 
the  cafe  feems  to  be  fet,  and  very 

lobftinate,  as  if  nature  were  at  a

itand,  and  could  neither  free  her- 
felf  by  any  of  the  emunftories,  nor 
i  yet  would  fuffer  herfelf  to  be  quite 
!  overcome. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  the  cure 
of  fevers  falls  out  in  this  low  fort ;

\  the  ftrong  high  fevers  want  only 

- - - - _ - a  pm-, 
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a  proper  cooler,  fuch  as  is  our  Fe- 
brifuge  Julep,  to  retain  the  cir¬ 
culation,  and  the  rarifaction  of 
the  blood  ceafes  ;  the  retrain’d  fu- 
perfluities  however  now  chang’d 
by  circulation,  are  then  feparated, 
or  coagulated  in  the  blood,  and  fit 
to  be  difcharg’d ;  part  of  which 

goes  off  immediately  by  fweat,  and 

/ 

the  habit  throws  oft'  the  reft  as  ftie 
is  able  :  but  in  the  low  fort,  be- 
fides  that,  we  mult  cool,  to  abate 
the  velocity  of  the  blood,  efpeci- 
ally  in  the  former  part  of  the 
time ;  ftimulators  alfo  mult  be  us’d 
to  raife  it’s  force,  elfe,  when  the 
circulation  is  curb’d,  and  tthe  mor¬ 
bific  k  matter  curdled  (if  1  may  be 
allow’d  this  word)  in  the  fnais  of 
blood,  the  impetus  being  weak, 
and  fibres  relax’d,  the  fediment  o- 
verwhelms  nature,  as  furely,  .  ah 

though  after  a  different  manner, 

F. 
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as  when  fourteen  days  violent  cir¬ 
culation  has  dry’d  up  as  it  were 
the  nervous  fluid,  that,  if  the  pec¬ 
cant  matter  is  really  difcharg’d, 
they  yet  cannot  expand  themfelves 
any  longer  to  fupport  life. 

But  if  thofe  rarifiers  are  given 
with  the  coolers,  and  the  other 
helps  us’d,  I  have  found  thefe  diffi¬ 
cult  fevers  cured  as  certainly  as  the 
other  ;  although  perhaps  the  diffi¬ 
culty  I  have  to  relate  the  method 
may  force  me  to  leave  it  infuffici- 
ently  exprefs’d. 

The  belt  raifer,  wich  alfo  cools, 
is  bezoar.  mineral-  the  belt,  which 
alfo  heat,  (as  they  all  do  in  general) 
are  cinab.  antim.  and  the  fsetid 
gums,  as  ajfafeetida ,  fagapenum , 
galbanum ;  next  the  natural  bal- 
fams,  anu  then  the  vegetable  aro- 
maticks  ;  emeticks  alio  have  a  ve¬ 
ry  great  place  here,  and  as  often 
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to  be  us’d  as  the  depending  fymp- 
toms  don’t  directly  forbid  it,  al¬ 
though  it  were  twice  or  thrice  in 
the  courfe  of  the  diftemper. 


CHAP.  V. 

How  patients  are  to  be  managd 
upon  the  fever  s  going  off. 

AFTER  thefe  two  difFerent 
ways  may  the  moil  defperate 
Ifevers  be  cur’d,  which  have  been 
feen  in  London  fince  the  laft  great 
plague,  attended  with  thole  vio¬ 
lent  lymptoms  before  mention’d, 
and  purple  fpots,  inflam’d  tumors, 
fore  throats,  &c.  The  only  difficul¬ 
ty  is,  to  deliberate  fo  prudently,  as 
to  vary  the  medicines  mention’d  to 
the  variety  of  the  cafe,  which  ner* 
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haps  is  eafier  to  prefer ibe  in  a  clofet 
than  a  patients  chamber.  What 
remains  farther  is  to  continue  only 
the  method,  till,  by  the  pulfe  and 
urine,  there  are  fufficient  tokens 
that  nature  is  more  at  liberty,  and 
the  febrile  matter  in  a  conliderable 
degree  difeharg’d  ;  then  let  him 
take  a  gentle  cathartick,  as  rhu¬ 
barb,  which  ftill  furthers  the  repa¬ 
ration,  leaving  him  to  kitchen  phy- 
fick  for  one,  two  or  three  days 
more,  and  then  a  purge  may  be  gi¬ 
ven  of  Inch  fort  as  fuits  the  pre- 
fent  circmnftances,  only  to  be  gen¬ 
tle  at  fir  ft  ;  and  that  being  repeal 
ed  every  third  or  fourth  day,  for 
four  or  five  times,  is  fufficient:  af¬ 
ter  which  let  me  advife  all  to  take 
fome  ftrengthening  bitter  twice  a 
day,  for  a  week,  two  or  three,  with 
the  lighter  chalybeats ;  efpecially 
if  the  fever  was  determin'd  by  a 
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fudden  crifis,  before  the  ufual  time 
of  fourteen  days  ;  for  then  I  have* 
in  many  examples,  obferv’d  the 
fever  apt  to  return  again  with 
fmaller  occalions,  than  in  others 
who  have  had  a  fever  otherways 
treated ;  which,  the  Reader  may 
be  pleas’d  to  obferve,  is  the  only 
one  inconvenience  attending  the 
cooling  method,,  that  I  know  of. 
And  well  worth  that  hazard  I  think 
it  is,  to  have  the  hazard  of  death 
fuddenly  approaching  taken  away  ; 
for,  at  the  word,  we  have  now  a 
chronical  diftemper  only  to  deal 
with,  which,  by  the  purge  and  bit¬ 
ters,  nature  will  foon  extirpate, 
without  any  hazard  :  but  a  four- 
teen  days  crifis  comes,  at  the  bell, 
with  the  hazard  of  about  two  to 
one  againft  the  patient  ;  at  lealt  i 
has  done  fo  for  thefe  lall  two  or 

J  ' 

three  years. 
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It  is  not  therefore  pretended, 
that  this  method  does  in  the  for¬ 
mer  conftitutions  perfectly  cure  fe¬ 
vers,  fo  affifting  nature  that  fhe 
difcharges  all  the  febrile  matter, 
and  is  let  at  entire  liberty,  as  in  a 
natural  fourteen  days  crilis,  which 
the  latter  fort  often  advance  to  ♦ 
this  is  ftill  left  for  a  higher  and 
jnore  perfect  difcovery. 

If  we  can  here  precipitate  the 
febrile  matter,  and  even  leave  part 
of  it  upon  the  habit  and  conftitu- 
tion,  we  do  as  much  as  the  cortex 
:  peru  in  the  intermittents ;  and  as 
much  more,  as  our  continuals  do 
more  fuddenly  and  more  dange- 
\  roufly  threaten  life. 

Let  the  patients  allow  them- 
ielves  alfo  eafe  and  reft  upon  their 
firft  recovery,  till,  by  the  purging, 
bitters,&c.  the  conftitution  has  more 
perfectly  difeharg’d  itfelf ;  elfe,  if. 
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being  fo  fpeedily  cur’d,  they  fhould 
think  little  ail’d  them,  and  go  a- 
bout  to  bufinefs  and  fatigue  too! 
foon,  which  too  often  happens 
(their  Itrength  by  a  fpeedy  cure  be¬ 
ing  little  hurt)  the  remaining  un- 
difcharg’d  febrile  matter  may  again 
irritate  the  blood  to  another  fever, 
which  then  will  naturally  be  more 
difficult  to  cure,  than  the  former, 
Itrength  now  being  fomewhatfpent, 
the  nerves  will  require  ftronger  fil¬ 
lips,  which  ought  to  be  obferv’d. 

Thus  I  have  gone  through  the 
feteral  ftages  of  this  diftemper 
with  my  new  method,  in  as  brief 
a  manner  as  the  nature  of  the  thing 
will  bear,  purpofely  omitting  to 
fpeak  of  any  other  circum  fiances, 
but  fuch  as  are  affected  with  the 
difference  between  this  and  thb 
common  methods. 


I 
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Let  not  any  therefore,  who  are 
unexperienc’d  in  the  art  of  phyfick, 
expedt  that  my  new  Febrifuge,  with 
this  method  of  adminiftring  it,  is 
fufficient  to  inftrudt  them  to  cure 
fevers :  the  violence  of  that  di- 
ftemper,  join’d  with  the  infinite  va¬ 
riety  of  conftitutions  and  fvmp- 
toms,  are  fufficient  to  employ  the 
molt  fagacious  head,  though  culti¬ 
vated  with  all  the  erudition  necef- 
fary  to  accompliffi  a  Dodtor  in  the 
art  of  phyfick  :  and  were  the  me¬ 
dicines  and  method  of  adminiftring 
them  here  given  the  very  belt  the 
world  yet  knows,  and  even  infalli¬ 
ble  in  themfelves,’  I  am  too  fully 
convinc’d  what  knowledge  and  ex¬ 
perience,  in  nature  and  diitempers, 
is  requir’d  to  make  ’em  tollerably 
certain. 

It  is  here  only  meant  to  hint  to 
men  of  art,  the  general  form  of  a 


j-vr  ral 
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more  certain  method  ;  and  fuch  do 
underhand  better  how  to  fuit  the 
common  fpecificks  really  agreea¬ 
ble  to  every  particular  fymptom, 
than  I  will  prefume  to  dictate  '• 
thus,  proper  gargles,  for  inflam’d 
mouth  and  throat ;  camphire  with 
emulfions,  to  relieve  the  ftrangu- 
ry ;  cephallick  fnuffs,  to  fliake  the 
nerves  in  comas ;  and  many  things 
of  the  like  nature  are  here  left  in 
lilence.  Our  method  indeed  fo 
fpeedily  allays  the  grand  confulion, 
and  hops  as  it  wrere  the  fountain  of 
thofe  maladies,  that  here  is  not 
much  occafion  for  inftrudion  in 
fuch  cafes,  even  to  the  very  igno¬ 
rant  :  for  I  don’t  remember,  that 
any  of  thofe  violent  fymptoms  have 
rifen  in  the  courfe  of  our  manner 
of  treatment,  which  give  the  com¬ 
mon  appellation  of  malignant  to 
fevers  ;  and  therefore  I  can  hardly 
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think  a  method  in  fevers  worth 
reading  over,  which  does  not  at 
leaft  that  far  affift  nature ;  much 
lefs  time  would  I  beftow  on  fuch, 
which  rather  difturb  or  confufe  her, 
more  than  fhe  would  be  if  left  a- 
lone  to  her  own  Angle  efforts. 

Laftly,  that  I  may  be  the  bet¬ 
ter  underftood,  in  applying  thefe 
medicines  in  fevers,  and  may  in¬ 
form  others  how  far  I  have  prov  d 
this  method  to  be  ferviceable  in  o- 
ther  feverifli  diftempers,  as  alfo 
what  effects  the  ufual,  as  well  as 
my  own.  Febrifuges  have,  I  fhall 
now  give  an  account  of  real  events, 
which  generally  fall  true  in  prac¬ 
tice,  and  which  have  not  been  pun¬ 
ctually  enough  obferv’d  hitherto 
by  any  I  have  met  with:  and  firft 
let  us  begin  with  the  Regimen 
|  then  with  Diftempers,  and  laftly 
|  with  Medicines.

I.  \  ITT  HEN  the  inhumation  is 
%  \  great,  the  cooling  Julep 
mult  be  taken  in  proportion;  in 
this  cafe  there  is  no  danger  of  di¬ 
luting  too  largely  with  it,  in  any 
ftage  of  the  fever ;  if  a  crifis  be 
brought  on  in  twelve  hours,  fo 
much  the  better ;  fpirituous  li¬ 
quors  of  every  fort  are  to  be  a- 
voided. 

II.  But  if  the  inflam ation  be  mo¬ 
derate,  the  ftrength  low

fpirits  weak,  that  liquor  Ihould  be 
us’d  more  fparingly,  and  not  with¬ 
out  the  lez.  min.  aromatick  cordi¬ 
als,  and  a  little  of  the  fpirituous 
waters  with  it ;  and  near  the  crilis 
the  fpirituous  cordials,  aromaticks^ 
fetid  gums,  volatil  falts,  and  bli- 
fters  more  freely. 

III.  All  difcharges  which  come 
fpontaneoufly,  except  vomiting,  are 
in  the  firlt  fort  to  be  entirely  neg¬ 
lected  ;  tho  they  feem  violent,  their 
violence  will  foon  abate,  as  the  hur¬ 
ry  is  appeas’d ;  but  in  the  latter  fort 
to  be  moderated  with  care.

IV.  All  the  fymptoms,  which 
direct  Id  plainly  what  to  do,  are  to 
be  moderated  by  the  known  rules  •

tid  cordials,  the  peri  pneumonic  k 

—  ‘  ■  t  .ill 
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with  nitre,  oil,  &c.  keeping  always 
to  the  general  method ;  and,  as 
the  cafe  may  Ihift  from  the  latter 
to  the  former  fort  defcrib’d,  the 
method  is  to  be  chang’d  likewife. 

V.  If  the  fever  inclines  to  inter¬ 
mit,  or  but  only  remit,  this  cool¬ 
ing  method  brings  it  to  do  lb  more 
regularly,  but  the  hot  method 
keeps  it  continual ;  in  fuch  cafes  be 
more  free  to  ufe  evacuation  by  cly- 
Iters,  catharticks,  bleeding,  or  e- 
meticks,  and  7  the  diftemper  will 
either  be  dileharg’d  by  thofe,  or 
regularly  intermit,  and  be  cur’d 
with  the  cortex. 

VI.  When  the  time  of  the  crifis 
is  paft,  and  is  imperfect,  or  the 
figns  of  leparation  but  hardly  ap¬ 
pear,  let  a  medicine  be  given  which 
will  force  fome  difcharge,  and  let 
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that  be  fuch  as  fits  the  prefent  cir- 
cumftances  ;  fo  nitrum  tartarum 
vitriol,  and  all  the  cooling  purga¬ 
tives  fuit  the  former  ftrong  fever ; 
and  calomel,  cinabar.  tinci.  jacra 
(< diCta )  the  latter  low  fever. 


II.  On  DISTEMPERS. 

I.  ITT*1!  HE  final!  pox  is  a  continu’d 

ft  fever,  but  being  of  that 
fort  in  which  nature  has  deter¬ 
min’d  her  manner  of  deliverance, 
viz.  by  the  eruptions  fuppurating. 
Hie  mu  ft  be  allow’d  to  proceed  to 
her  fourteen  days  crilis ;  excepting 
this,  the  fit  me  regulations  are  pro¬ 
per  in  the  courfe  of  the  diftemper, 
by  beeping  the  body  in  due  tem¬ 
per,  and  preventing  the  bad  confe- 
quences  of  too  violent  an  inflama- 
tion,  and  the  bnown  expe&orators. 
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&c.  to  be  us’d  at  difcretion ;  for

which  fervice  the  bezoar.  miHoral. 
excels.

II.  The  mealies  are  a  continu’d 
fever,  but  being  an  eruptive  one, 
and,  they  not  coming  to  fuppurati- 
on,  I  never  durlt  try  much  of  the 
coolers  here ;  the  little  I  have  ad¬ 
ventur’d  on  has  been  ferviceable. 

Ill  The  plague  is  the  higheft 
continu’d  fever,  and  has  eruptions 
which  fuppurate  not,  and  tumors 
which  do;  and  is  attended  with 
fuch  violent  inflamation,  that  I 
Ihould  think  no  other  method  could 
be  ferviceable,  but  a  conjunction  of 
the  cooling  acids  and  heating  aro- 
maticks  ;  and  here  perhaps  bleed¬ 
ing  may  be  proper  :  however,  as 
nature  has  determin’d  her  manner 

■  '  of 
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of  difcharge,  a  fudden  crifis  mult 
not  be  expected. 

IV.  Other  fevers  have  their  de¬ 
nominations  from  the  fymptoms 
which  concern  molt,  as  the  pleuri- 
fy  from  that  part  being  inflam’d, 
peripneumony  from  the  lungs,  eri- 
iipelas  from  its  fpreading  on  the 
shin  :  thefe  have  all  determin’d 
manners  of  difcharges,  and  fo  mult 
be  attended  on  to  the  ufual  time; 
but  are  excellently  moderated  and 
kept  fafe  by  our  method,  the  pro¬ 
per  fpecificks  being  us’d  to  each; 
as  to  the  pleurify  nitre,  to  the 
lungs  oil,  and  to  the  skin  ungu¬ 
ents,  &c. 

V.  Symptomatick  fevers  are  ab- 
folutely  taken  off  by  our  method, 
and,  tho’  I  conceive  every  fever  to 
be  only  the  fymptom  of  obltrudti- 
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ons,  I  mean  here  fuch  as  have  an 
original  difeafe,  as  mortification, 
great  falls,  bruifes,  &c.  and  in 
fuch  cafes  the  diforder  mult  be  re¬ 
gulated,  or  it  can’t  be  expected 
the  patient  fhould  recover. 

VI.  Fevers  which  happen  when 
women  are  with-child,  and  in  their 

jr 

lying-iii,  are  cur’d  as  fafe  as  the  o- 
thers  with  our  method,  the  known 
fpecificks  in  the  latter  cafe  being 
us  d  along  with  it.

VII.  The  cholera  morbus  is  a 
continual  fever,  which  difcharges 
it  felf  by  vomit  and  ftool,  and  lb  is 
often  a  dyfenteria ;  in  the  former 
our  method  is  abfolutely  to  be  ob- 
ferv’d,  for,  as  I  apprehend,  the 

i  cholera  morbus  to  differ  from  other 
I  fevers  no  otherways,  but  as  the  con- 
i  ftitution  takes  a  turn  to  eafe  it  felf 
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by  the  bowels*  and  that  caufes  all 
the  contents  of  thofe  innumerable 
canals  to  become  acrid*  and  erode 
the  natural  mucus  from  off  the 
bowels ;  fo  that  their  periltaltick 
motion  is  confus’d  by  the  inflama- 
tion ;  therefore  all  the  heaters  or 
ftimulators  mull  confequently  in- 
creafe  the  diforder*  and  endanger 
mortification*  fo  mult  A  Hr  ingents  ; 
but  our  cooling  contracting  acids 
abate  both  caufe  and  effeCl*  and  in¬ 
cline  the  habit  to  the  other  dif- 
charges,  fo  with  the  lubricating 
apozems,  emulfions  and  lindus’s*  gi¬ 
ven  to  fupply  the  deltroy’d  llippery 
lining  of  the  intellines*  we  have  a 
fpeedy  cure.  But  if  any  fpecifick 
is  yet  known  for  the  fymptoms  of 
this  diltemper*  1  think  it  is  the  fal 
abfinth.  and  Juccus  limon.  the  e- 
mollient  clylters  alfo  are  abfolutely 

necef- 
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necelfary,  but  all  reftringents  of 
bad  confequence. 


III.  On  MEDICINES. 

I.  T3  LEEDING  is  of  very  lit- 
JL>  tie  fervice  with  us  in  fevers 
of  every  fort,  (except  the  plague, 
which  I  have  not  feen)  the  turgen- 
cy  of  the  blood  being  more  fafely 
abated  with  acids ;  the  pleuritick 
is  that  it  is  moftly  us’d  in,  and  the 
end  is  better  and  more  fafely  an- 
fwer’d  with  nitre,  our  acids,  &c. 

II.  Blilters  are  of  no  fervice  in 
the  former  high  and  full  pulfe  fe¬ 
vers,  nay,  rather  hurtful  ;  but 
when  the  circulation  is  languid, 
and  the  fpirits  low,  as  in  the  fe- 
cond  fort,  they  are  of  good  ufe. 
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III.  Clyfters  help  the  higher  fe¬ 
vers,  but  are  to  be  cautioufly  us’d 
in  the  lower. 

VI.  Water  refrigerates  and  di¬ 
lutes,  and,  by  confequence,  if  ta¬ 
ken  in  quantity,  relaxes  the  fibres 
contracted  by  heat,  whence  the  con- 

r  ^ 

ftitution  is  let  at  liberty,  to  throw 
off  by  all  the  emundlories,  except 
itool,  which,  for  want  of  a  proper 
ftimulus,  it  cannot  reach :  thus,  in 
the  ftrong  fevers  it  is  a  general  fe¬ 
brifuge,  but  in  the  low  and  weak 
fort  it  mult  not  be  us’d  without  the 
warming  aromaticks,  or  other  me¬ 
dicines  which  increafe  the  impetus 
of  the  blood,  becaufe  it  has  no 

H 

quality  it  it  felf,  to  help  Inch  to 
bear  the  relaxation  and  fweats 
which  it  naturally  produces. 
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V.  Acids  in  general  cool  power¬ 
fully,  and  have  moftly  an  agreeable 
contraction  with  them,  efpecially 
the  mineral  forty-but,  us’d  in  their 
phlegmatick  Hate,  they  damp  the 
firit  palfages  too  much,  and  the 
blood  it  lelf  too  little ;  fo  the  face- 
limon.  ace  turn,  fpir.  mtrioli,  falls, 
&c.  cool  fufficiently,  but  not  fo 
fafely  as  fpir.  mtrioli  dulcis ,  or  f  2- 
lis  dulcis  ;  for,  when  join’d  with  a 
warm  vegetable  fulphur,  they  are 
not  only  rectify ’d  and  freed  of  a 
grofs  earthinefs,  but  alfo  fubtiliz’d 
and  made  more  volatile,  lo  as  to 
pals  all  the  digeftions,  and  yet  re¬ 
tain  their  cooling  and  reftringent 
nature.  When  I  confider  of  what 
moment  medicines  endu’d  with 
luch  qualities  are  of  in  fevers,  I  am 
furpriz’d  that  neither  the  fine  Rea- 
foner,  nor  great  Practitioner,  have 
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hitherto  brought  ’em  into  their 
proper  ufe  :  nay,  although  the 
theory  of  fome  of  the  moll  cele¬ 
brated  Phyficians  is  built  upon  that 
balls,  they  have  not  hitherto 
brought  the  volatile  acids  into 
their  deferv’d  elteem,  nor  us’d 
them  any  wit  near  a  proportion  to 
their  jult  demerits.

VI.  Bezoar.  mineral,  refrigerates 
conliderably,  and  fo  abates  the  ve¬ 
locity  of  the  blood,  but  does  give 
its  mineral  lafting  warmth  to  the 
fibres,  and  fo  increafes  its  impetus  ; 
it  promotes  the  lee  ret  ions  by  all 
the  emunftories  bevond  all  other

officinals,  and  that  fo  quietly  and 
infenfibly  as  it  were,  and  yet  cer¬ 
tainly,  that  it  deferves  the  greateil 
aiotice;  that  which  has  the  fpirit 
of  nitre  left  with  it,  and  only  dul¬ 
cify ’d  with  Jpir.  vinix  is  the  pro- 
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pereft  in  the  firft  fort  defcrib’d ; 
and  that  which  has  the  acids  all 
calcin’d  out  of  it,  in  the  latter

fort  :  and  let  no  one  fuppole  the 
butter  of  antimony,  which  is  fo 
intenfely  calcin’d  in  this  prepara¬ 
tion,  a  meer  calx,  void  of  its  mine¬ 
ral  nature  ;  let  fuch  detonate  fome 
of  it  with  nitre  and  charcoal,  and 
it  will  lhew  them  that  it  is  regulus 
of  antimony.  The  fineft  fubjedt  for 
the  Phyiician  in  rerum  natura .

VII.  The  tinCtura  febrifuga  re¬ 
frigerates  molt  powerfully,  and  the 
quantity  of  cooling  liquor  it  is  gi-  | 
ven  in  links  or  lowers  the  pulle ; 
but,  being  made  of  the  molt  warm 
and  contrasting  fort  of  acids,  and  f 
they  fo  depurated  from  their  fe¬ 
ces,  and  made  molt  volatile  and  | 
penetrating  with  the  fubtile  vege-  f 
table  folphur,  it  never  damages  !

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the  ftomach,  as  fixt  acids  and  wa¬ 
ter  would  do  ;  but  is  at  once  moil 
gratefully  cooling,  fubtilly  pene¬ 
trating,  and  gently  contracting ; 
worthy  of  the  high  eft  notice  in 
fevers. 

VIII.  The  neutraline  fa  Its.  all 
cool  very  much,  obtund  and  carry 
off  acrid  ferolities,  promote  uni- 
verfal  laxity  and  dejeCtion,  and  fo 
bring  fweat  and  ftools,  and  even 
bloody  urine  in  the  confluent  fmali 
pox :  but  they  do  this  with  feme 
fpecifick  difference,  as  nitrum  or 
fat  prunel.  is  lo  penetrating,  and 
without  any  contraction,  that  it 
holds  its  colliquative  principle  till 
it  comes  to  the  very  lungs,  pleura 
and  kidneys,  therefore  cautioufly 

to  be  meddled  with  in  Ample  fe¬ 
vers  ;  tart  arum  roit  rio  latum  cools, 

and  relaxes  the  bowels,  but  not

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without  its  contrary  quality  of  con¬ 
traction  ;  Jal  dbjinthii  and  Jucc.  li- 
mon,  cool,  and  from  a  fixt  fulphur 
yet  left  in  the  wormwood  corrobo¬ 
rate  a  little,  at  leaf!  its  fait  is  not 
fo  penetrating  and  colliquative,  and 
its  acid  is  contracting ;  Jal amrnonia- 
cum  fliould  be  the  leaft  colliquative 
of  all  the  neutrals,  being  a  vola¬ 
tile  animal  fait,  neutraliz’d  with 
the  grateful  acid 'of  common  fait ; 
but  I  have  not  try'd  it  enough  to 
fay  what  it  does.  Others,  that  are 
of  lefs  note,  may  be  guefs’d  at  by 
thefe.  They  all  lowrer  the  pulfe, 
quiet  and  caufe  reft.  But  a  jumble 
of  alkalies  and  acids  fixt  and  vola¬ 
tile  together,  and  mineral,  animal 
and  vegetable,  very  feldom  does 
well ;  at  leaft  no  man  can  tell  with 
any  certainty,  what  will  be  their 
effect :  thus  bezoar.  mineral,  and 
Jal  corn,  cervi ;  fpiv.  Jal.  volatilis 
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oleof.  and  aqua  theriacalis  in  a 
pearl’d  julep;  and  many  other  fuch 
heterogeneous  mixtures  I  have  of¬ 
ten  feen  do  much  hurt. 

IX.  Sal  fuccini  is  a  volatile  acid 
fait,  us’d  I  think  for  its  hngularity 
fake,  we  having  no  other  volatile 
acid  falts  in  the  fhops ;  it  feems 
pois’d  pretty  equally  with  its  vola¬ 
tile  ftimulator,  and  acid  cooler,  fo 
that  it  leaves  the  pulfe  in  equili- 
brio;  but,  if  any  thing,  it  rather 
fomewhat  raifes  the  pulfe :  its  vo¬ 
latile  fait  being  very  little  alkali- 
ous,  and  our  manner  of  preparing 
it,  fuffering  its  grateful  acid  to 
cryftalize  with  it,  makes  it  become 
a  very  pleafant  fait  to  the  ftomach 
and  nerves,  but  does  no  wonders 
in  fevers. 


X.  Sat 
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X.  Sal  cornu  cervi  is  a  violent 
volatile  alkaly,  rarifi.es  the  blood, 
increafes  thirft,  raifes  the  pulfe  im¬ 
mediately,  and  has  a  vehement  fti- 
mulus. 

XI.  Aromaticks  heat,  quicken 
the  pulfe,  increafe  its  force,  caufe 
thirft,  &c.  and  feem  to  have  fome- 
thing  of  fpecifick  virtue  adapted  to 
particular  parts,  as  wormwood  to 
the  ftomach,  parfly  to  the  kidneys, 
faffron  to  the  heart,  lavender  to 
the  head,  &c. 

XII.  Foetid  gums  do  the  lame 
exadlly  as  the  oilly  aromaticks,  but 
have  acrid  poynant  falts  conjoin’d, 
and  fo  more  forcibly  raife,  ftimu- 
late,  and  promote  fecretions ;  the 
aromatick  oils  are  in  that  degree 
of  force  we  call  fweet,  the  gums  in 


ST-  Certain  Method  of  Curing 

fo  much  greater  degree,,  we  fay 
they  ftink.  One  among  the  reft  is 
very  lingular,  and  worthy  obferva- 
tion,  which  is  the  ayimoniacum ; 
the  oil  of  this  gum  is  not  aroma- 
tick  but  inodorous,  and  fo  is  not 
fo  heating  and  rarifying  as  the 
others  are  ;  but  it  has  the  fame 
acrid  falts  :  therefore  this  gum 
may  be  us’d  in  fevers  with  turgid 
blood,  and  in  the  ftrong  habits,  ha¬ 
ving  i'o  excellent  a  ftimulus  with¬ 
out  rarifadfcion.  Of  this  fort  a- 
mong  plants  is  the  vifcus  and  dra- 
contium ,  among  roots  arum  and 
fcilhe,  and  moft  of  the  vegetable 
emeticks. 

XIII.  Spirituous  liquors  of  the 
fulphurous  fort,  as  fpirits  of  wine, 
fuddenly  dry,  heat  and  hurry  the 
blood  and  fpirits,  crifp  the  fibres, 
_ ^  -  and 
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and  by  confequence  do  prevent  all 
fecretions ;  and  fo  are  to  be  carefully 
us’d,  and  in  none  but  the  low  fe¬ 
vers,  and  then  near  the  crife  :  but 
the  faline  acid  fpirits,  as  vinegar, 
is  not  to  be  contemn’d  in  fevers  of 
the  high  fort.  Right  wine  vine¬ 
gar,  or  cyder  vinegar,  or  verjuice, 
when  they  are  diftilld  and  join  d 
with  the  aromaticks,  would  I  think 
fubftitute  the  delcrib’d  tinftur a  fe- 
}>rif.  pretty  well,  upon  necelfity. 


XIV.  Teftaceous  powders  are 
very  prejudicial  in  fevers  ;  thefe 
abforb  the  natural  moifture  of  the 
body,  which  now  principally  wants? 
diluting  ;  they  change  all  acid  juL  I 
ces,  or  the  ferment  of  the  ftomach, 
into  a  neutral  clogging  vifcidity,' 
drying  and  crifping  the  internal? 
coat  of  the  cefophagus,  ftomach? 

and  inteftines,  inftead  of  walking 

_ - _ — — - - — 
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and  cooling,  to  allay  their  inflama- 
tion,  and  thin  their  mucus  ;  and 
what  is  word:  of  all,  thefe  things 
tend  to  prevent  all  the  natural  dif- 
charges  by  fweat,  llool  or  urine  : 
fo  that  either  in  the  ftrong  or  weak 
conftitutions  they  feem  to  be  ut¬ 
terly  improper  in  continual  fevers. 
In  lome  chronical  diforders,  as  chil¬ 
drens  worm-fever,  &c.  they  may 
be  ferviceable  :  but  even  there 
Heel  has  about  twelve  times  the 
force  :  however,  we  will  allow 
them  to  change  acidities,  and  that 
is  often  wanted  in  other  diftem- 
pers.

kept  to  her  refolution,  even  now 
her  fenfes  return'd,  to  take  nothing 
but  from  me. 

When  1  came,  for  it  was  at

Greenwich,  and  found  how  all  had 
happen’d,  I  waited  on  the  Phyfici- 
an,  and  told  him  in  what  manner 
I  had  treated  the  patient  before 
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he  was  lent  for.  He  vilited  her 
about  ten  a  clock  that  morning, 
and  found  all  the  ligns  of  a  fever 
gone  off  The  Phyfician  which  be¬ 
long’d  to  the  family  alfo  vilited  her 
about  eleven ;  he  could  not  believe 
llie  had  had  an  inflamatory  fever, 
but  thought  her  in  a  bad  conditi¬ 
on,  and  order’d  her  good  fpirituous 
cordials  with  teftaceous  powders, 
and  with  bezoar.  and  the  cordial 
aromaticks ;  but  fhe  continu’d  moift, 
cool  and  quiet,  flept,  and  all  was 
over  with  that  fudden  fit.  She 
was  purg’d,  and  took  fome  gentle 
chalybeats.

A  Poor  Woman,  fending  for  me 
about  the  twelfth  day  of  her 
fever,  I  found  her  full  of  purple 
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fpots  from  head  to  feet,  many  of 
them  as  big  as  large  peas  :  it  was  a 
fight  fo  remarkable,  I  took  lb  me 
men  of  learning  to  fee  her  ;  her 
pulfe  was  very  quick,  thirfl  vio¬ 
lent;  fhe  was  parch’d  and  dry,  and 
made  little  urine ;  and,  befides 
thefe  frightful  fymptoms,  fhe  had 
the  day  before  a  violent  haemor¬ 
rhage  betwixt  her  teeth,  which 
could  not  be  flopp’d  by  bole  and 
Roman  vitriol,  which  fhe  was  ad¬ 
vis’d  to  ufe.  She  had  hitherto  ta¬ 
ken  no  medicine,  nor  much  fufte- 
nance,  through  the  ftreightnefs  of 
her  circumftances.  I  fent  her  im¬ 
mediately  a  bottle  of  the  Julep 
without  the  aromaticks,  and  bezo- 
ar.  mineral,  as  ufual ;  the  fame 
night  the  haemorrhage  flopp’d  of 
it  felf,  flie  began  to  fweat,  the  fpots 
chang’d  grayifh,  and  all  things 
wore  a  better  face.  The  thirteenth 
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the  fpots  Teem’d  to  have  a  skin  up¬ 
on  them.,  and  in  two  or  three  days 
more  wore  away  with  a  Scui  £  She 
was  purg’d,  and  went  to  her  ufual 
bufinefs.

ter  ;  fhe  was  coftive,  and  had  fick- 
nefs  and  reachings ;  but  her  head 
was  fo  violently  difturb’d,  I  durffc 
not  give  a  vomit,  and  her  being 
pregnant  deterr’d  me  the  more. 

In  this  (as  it  feem’d  to  me)  ter¬ 
rible  condition,  and  fhe  alfo  at  a 
great  diftance  from  better  advice,  I 
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provided  the  following  medicines 
upon  the  fpot,  for  fhe  lodg'd  at  an 
Apothecary's  houfe.

That  night  I  attended  her  my 
fell,  gave  her  the  bolus  and 
draught.  She  offer’d  to  fleep,  but 
it  was  very  much  difturb’d  with 
ftarting,  frightful  d reams,  delin¬ 
ks  -  -  - 
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um,  and  crying  out  with  pain. 
When  flie  Teem’d  awake,  I  fupply’d 
her  with  the  Julep,  and  gave  it  her 
as  often  as  thirft  return’d.  To¬ 
wards  morning  £he  began  to  fweat, 
which  I  encourag’d  by  keeping  the 
cloaths  well  about  her,  (not  increa- 
fing  their  quantity)  and  in  the 
morning  fhe  was  To  much  reliev’d, 
that  I  return’d  to  my  bufinefs,  and 
began  to  abate  in  my  concern  for 
other  alfift ance ;  fo  I  fent  her  from 
home  the  following  articles.

The  adth,  fhe  had  flept  quiet¬ 
ly,  without  delirium,  with  warm 
fweats,  head  and  limbs  eafy,  pulfe 
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quite  recover’d,  urine  became  ci¬ 
trine  and  fubfided,  third;  mode¬ 
rate,  nerves  Heady.  She  was  di¬ 
rected  to  rife  from  bed  that  day, 
that  her  fweatings  might  remit, 
and  lie  down  in  her  cloaths,  drink¬ 
ing  more  or  lefs  of  her  julep,  as 
thirlt,  or  pains,  or  heat  Ihould  re¬ 
turn.  She  continu’d  the  medicines 
at  longer  intervals,  had  aq.  hrion. 
c.  added  to  her  julep,  chicken 
broth  and  other  nourilhing  liquids 
allow’d. 

The  a 7 th  was  free  from  all  com¬ 
plaints,  left  her  medicines,  and 
mended  apace.  But  I  fhould  have 
obferv’d,  that  fhe  chew’d  3  fs.  of 
rheum  the  z6 th  at  night,  and  alfo 
the  fame  on  the  28th  ;  after  which 
Ihe  took  bitters-

ii  had  the  confluent  fmall  pox 
coining  out,  and  was  violently  de¬ 
lirious;  in  fo  much  that  I  found 
him  ftruggling  with  four  or  five 
perfons,  who  had  been  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  hold  him,  and  I  prevail’d 
with  him  to  go  into  his  own  room, 
and  to  get  to  bed ;  then  I  took  from 
him  ten  or  twelve  ounces  of  blood, 
and  fent  a  bottle  of  cooling  Julep, 
ordering  that  he  fhould  drink  plen¬ 
tifully,  till  his  third:  was  allay’d, 
which  he  did,  and,  falling  to  deep 
on  it,  he  fweat,  was  eafy,  and  his 
fmall  pox  every  way  more  kind. 
A  phylician  was  call’d  in  on  the 
morrow,  who  approv’d  of  what 
had  been  done,  gave  him  temper 
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rate  medicines ;  his  fmall  pox  came 
out  well,  and  fuppurated  beyond 
expectation.

Young  Man,  coming  out  of 


Ji\  Wales  to  London ,  to  fee  A- 
natomy,  Surgery  and  Pharmacy., 
was  feiz’d  after  three  months  with 
a  confiderable  fever,  his  breath 
fliort,  and  a  bad  cough  ;  he  grew 
delirious,  and  expectorated  a  puru¬ 
lent  bloody  matter.  He  took  a 
vomit,  and  a  bottle  of  my  Julep 
before  1  faw  him;  (for  he  knew  my 
method  in  fevers)  and  the  next  day, 
being  the  fixth  from  the  invafion,  I 
found  his  pulfe  fo  weak,  tho'  quick, 
that  1  fent  as  follows.
